againe. The report of it ſtanderh briefly thus ; 
1acob the father of theſe diſagreeing children, had 
(as all men know) twelue ſonnes , concerning 
whom it befell him (as in his flocke to haue ſome 
white, ſome ſpotted ſheepe) fo in his familic to 
hauc ſome good, ſome wicked children. In this 
yarietic wee finde that hee loued 79/eph more then 
all the reſt of his children, which was partly for 


the louc he bareto Rachel his dead mother (a part 


of a kinde husband ſure, to loue his wife cuen 
when ſhee was dead) and partly , for that Toſeph 
by her death was motherlefle; and it is a vertuc 
doubtleflc heroicall and princely , to defend and 
cheriſh the fatherleſle and motherlefſe, widdowes 
and orphanes. But it is cxpreſlcd in the Text, that 
hee loucd 1gſeph, becauſc hee begat him in his old 
age; for that children fo begotten, make the fa- 
thers flouriſh, and as it were to ſeeme young a- 
gaine. But howſocuer his father loued him intire- 
ly, ſure itis, his brethren hated him deadly. For 
to be beloued of all men, or to pleaſe all, is a gift 
yer neucr granted to any, no God himſelfe can- 
not obraineit. The cauſes of their hatred may be 
conie&ured many : cither for that hee and they 
were borne of diuers mothers,and moſt common- 
ly, moſt mortall is the hate when the mothers 
breede the quarrel{ , and bloudic are the battcls 
where women fight the field ; Or whether they

land; eucntheland af Cameay, 'yet hee fent them 
not'to: Pharehs Court to/learve Complemems,

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their time ; bur /4c0b was a plaine man, and tru- 
ſted in the promiſes of God,and therfore brought 
vp bis ſonnes to keepe ſheepe ; whereas now, hee 
chatis worth buta flocke of ſheepe, yet holds it 
high diſparagement to make his ſonne a ſheep- 
heard, but makes himeither a Lawyer ora Cour- 
tier ſtreight. Apgaine, we muſt conſider, thar as it 
is Yerſ. 12. Tacobs ſonnes were now keeping ſheep 
In Shechew , even there where not long before 
' they had committed horrible murder , and there. 
fore Iacob kappil fearing (as fathers are cuer fear- 
full of their children) leſt for that murder, ſome- 
what might be for reucnge intended, ſendeth one 
to ſce them. And whom doeth hee ſend ? Surely, 
no ſcruant, biit cuen his beloucd 7oſeph, to tric (as 
it is thought) if by his kind his brethren 
would be recantibed vnto him. Bur they aſloone 
as they ſaw him, in ſtead of embracing himoffer 
violence vmo him, and therefore if it bee truc 
which is ſaid, Fonle circumſtances make foule 
ſinnes, this was ſurcly atime of all times peruerſly 
picked,then toexecutetheir malice,when ſo much 
loue was deſerued. It is a kindneſſe fure, but to 
inquire de al;jorum ſalnte, how other men doe; 
For whocares not how ill it goes with other, ſoit 
goe well with our ſclues? Bur "_ did more then

Toſeph loſt himſelfe whilſt he ſought his brethren, - 
Verſ.15. To ſeke men in the. wildernefle is oft 
dangerous and ill betiding, /acob thought a wild 
beaſt had devoured 7oſeph; and ſoit was indecd, 
but a wilder beaſt then 14cob thought of. Gence- 
rally it is an cuill occupation to ſecke men, Prin- 
ccsand Magiſtrates know it who ſecke men for - 


_ civill obedience, and conformitie ; Prelates and 


true Church-men know it, who ſecke men to Re- 
ligion and pietic Fand were it not for reſpe&to 
God, who had not rather beea Plough-manthen 
a Prieſt to the people. And generally whatſocuer 
good, in whatſocuer kinde wee doe, wee mult nei» 
ther looke for reward nor thankes at mens hands, 
no not when wee feede the hungrie, cloathe the 
naked, relceue the {icke , and vilit (as 7oſeph did) 
them that hane nced of viſiting. And yet we muſt 
rake this withall, though wee doe good, and for 
good receiue cuill againe, yet we muſt not ſo-giue 
ouer, but for cuill doe good againe, and that not 


| as Saint Perer ſaid to Chriſt , rill ſeven times; but 
as Chriſt (aid to Saint Peter, till ſeuentie times ſe- 


wen times; referring eucrmore the ſucceſle to God, 
who (hall puniſh vathankfulneſle as he puniſheth 
the Deuill. For there be, they ſay, foure waycs of 
reſtoring : firſt, Good for good. Secondly, Euill 
for cuill. Thirdly, Good for cuill. Fourthly, gin 
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man, for thatis humanitie to returne one kindnes 
for another. Hee that returneth euill for cuill is 
a beaſt, for that is horſe play to ſtrike at him that 
ſtrikes at vs. He that reſtoreth good for ecuill is an 
Angell, for that excecdeth che patience of man. 
He that returneth cuill for gogd is the Deuil him- 
ſelfe, and as So/omen ſaith, Pre.17.13. Enill ſhall not 
depart from that mans houſe. 

The ſecond circumſtance is of the Perſons, 
which arc /oſeph and his brethren ; Now when 0- 
 ſeph was come to his brethren, they ſtrips Toſeph. 
| Where we haue the firſt 79ſeph an Agent, and his 
brethren Paticnts ; but the ſecond 79ſeph a Pa- 
tient,and his brethren Agents, For 7oſeph (though 
it ſeemeth ſomewhat harſh) is here twiſe called 
loſeph, loſeph came vnto his brethren, and, They 


- ſtripped Hoſeph; ſo as Toſeph when hee came vnto. 
his brethren was 7oſeph, and now in the hands of 


his brethren was 79/eph ſtill ; 79ſeph in aRien, and 
 Inpaſſfion 7!ſeph; that is 1oſeph when he did well, 
and 7oſeph when he ſuffered 1ll, toſhew that noafs 
fliktionor chance,can charge or peruertthe Saints 


of God. But 1/ephs brethren are not as Joſeph - 


twiſe called Brethren, bur firſt , 19ſeph came vnto- 
his brethren and then not as brethren, but as 
meere ſtrangers onely, They , T bey ſtripe him of his 
coate. Sothat as Ruben by inceſt loſt his birth- 
right, Gen. 49.4. Thy dienitie « gone , ſaith-Iacob.

For in thoſe dayes till 
the Prieſthood was otherwiſe diſpoſed of, the cl- 
der ſonne was ſtil a Pricſt to the familie,thoughin 
theſe dayes, theelder ſonne of a right bad Squire 
would thinke it foule ſcornetobea Prieſt, yea a 
Prelate to a whole Countrie. And though Joſeph 
were the youngelt but one, yet the birth-righe 
was his, as it is ſaid, 1. Chron. 5. For Iacob had 
threc Heires , one a naturall Heire, which was 
Reuben, wholoſt it by default ; another an Heire 
ſpirituall, which was #444, of whom came Chriſt; 
and a third ,an Heire a&tuall, which was 19ſeph. 
Some againe thinke , that ſacyb made to loſeph 
this coate of many colours, for the aboundance 
and varictic of Grace and Vertue in him. For 
whereas itis ſaid, Yerſ. 3, that /acob loued 1oſeph 
beſt, becauſe he begate hinain his old age, yet for 
ſo much as he begate a later ſonne, whom. hee yet 
loucd lefle, ſome therefore carrie that ſaying after 
the Hebrew phraſe thus, that Jacob loued Teſeph 
beſt, becauſe heewas to him the ſonne of old age, 
that though younger in. yeercs, yet grauer and 
ight not Joſeph 
for his vertue becallcd the eldeſt, thoughin = 
a child, 
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achild, as Rehoboar for his folly is called a child, 
cucn when he was fortic yeeres old, 2. Chron. 13. +, c4,49, 12. 
And indeed the beſt ground of the Parents love, 
is the feare of God, and the ſecde of vertue in 
their children ; which of Joſephs vertue began 
euen then to ſprowr, and after did ſo flouriſh, as 
the earth neucr bare ſoexcellent a flower. He wes . 
wiſe, Pharaoh ſaid, there was none in the King dome 
like him. Gen.qs. Hee was fo faithfull, as being 
in priſon himſclfe, yet was made Keeper of the 
priſon, and kept that which kept him, Geneſ. 3 9. 
He was chaſte, even in the afaule of a ſtrong eem- 
ptation, as hee loſt his coatc to keepe his honeſtie, | 
whereas many now ſell their coares to looſe their 
honeſtic. How gentle , kinde, aud toving to his 
father hee was, looke Gen. 45. andthere you ſhall 
ſce by the Corne which hee ſent in the famine to 
feede him, and by the Chariots whichafterward 
hee ſent to fetch him. And that which of all is a 
vertuerare intheſe daycs, hee was able to ſay, Re- 
mitte, icut remittimus. For the offence whictchis 
brethren heremade him, hee freely forgaueit,and 
wept when they ſpake of it, Gem. 50. So that 70- 

fephs coate of many colours was nothing but the 
figne of his many verrues, to ſhew how Facob ho» 


noured vertue in his children. 


Therefore, here I thinke began Heraldrie and 
the honour of Armes. For when. the people, at 
the firſt being equall 1m degree, grew in admira- 
tion of them whom tkcy ſaw to cxcellin vertue,

Which reports 
vnto the hearer boldnefle and defence vnto death, 
to lignifie thar they would prote& the SanQuary, 
Religion, and the Law, cuen to the effuſion of 
their laſt blood, -In the Scripture, Greene ſome- 
times ſignificth Fruitfulneſſe in good workes, for 
which cauſe Chriſt is called, «greene Tree, Luk. 23. 
31. and ſometime it {igniheth Flouriſhing in the 
proteftionof Go », for, hee that traſteth in God, 
his leafe u« ſaid to bee ener Greene. Terem.15.8. In 
the Scripture, Blacke ſignifieth Conſtant, and im- 
mutable, and therefore among the praiſes of 
Cnxisr, hi heads ſaid tobee curled and blacke—

And thus it is with your Coar, your 
Riches, and your Treaſures, yea thus it is with 
your partie coloured Coate, your Titles and your 
Honours. The world is like X,abwchedonozer his 
Image,Gold in the head, Siluer inthe breſt, Braſſe 
in the belly, Iron in thelegges, but the feet, which 
ſhould bee ſtrongeſt are of Clay and Earth, and 
this Golden glory hath no ſtrength to ſtand 
vpott.
